He went west to Washington F ri­ 
day and was returning this morning 
on loeal freight No. 32* While the train 
was switching at Montgomery, Lee at­ 
tempted to jump to the pilot of the 
engine while it was running rapidly, 
a common practice with brtikemen. 
His foot slipped and he fell directly 
in front of the engine and was ground 
to instant death. 
The engine was stopped as soon as 
jWN'sible and when it was seen that it 
was too late to render assistance, the 
body of the unfortunate man was car­ 
ried to an undertaker's and prepared 
to he brought to Seymour this after­ 
noon. 


Lee's home was on East Fifth St., 
where he had a wife and two small 
children. 
As soon as the news ut th** 
accident was received here, a local 
railroad official carried the word to 
tin* wife. 
She suffered greatly from 
the shock of the terrible news and 
has since been overcome by grief. 
Lee was about thirty-two years 
old and had lived in tlii" city about 
six years, coming here from lli\ 
vale. 
During hi- residence here he 
had been an employe of the railroad. 
Ile wa> a regular brakeman and ex­ 
tra freight conductor. 
He had been

Clure, editor of McClure’s magazine, 
presented 
to 
the 
members of 
the 
Northern Indiana Teachers’ associa­ 
tion in session here. a dark picture of 
American civilization. 
An hour was spent by Mr. McClure 
In reading and commenting on statis­ 
tics, newspapers and other sources of 
information concerning the prevalence 
in this nation of political corruption 
and its attending evils, murder, mob 
violence, white slavery, disease and 
calamities by fire through the destruc­ 
tion of human bodies as well as prop­ 
erty. 
He said he read these docu­ 
ments to convince his hearers that the 
evils were actually with us and were 
not merely an idea of his own 
The subject of Mr. McClure’s ad­ 
dress was ‘‘The Cause of Political Cor­ 
ruption.” 
Mr. McClure lived in Indi­ 
ana during his youth, and humorously 
told how he attempted to teach school 
here. 
While his subject was an unplpas 
ant one, lie impressed his hearers that 
he was not telling of awful conditions 
in order to be sensational or entertain­ 
ing, but that he had a conviction that 
the facts should be known and prop­ 
erly impressed on the people in order 
that remedies might be obtained. 
It 
was plain from what he said that he 
believed there must he a radical im­ 
provement in our whole fabric of gov­ 
ernment through the awakening of 
tile public conscience. 
There was an extraordinary lack of 
well-informed public opinion about all 
these things, lie said. 
Principles em­ 
ployed in conducting the municipal 
governments would w-reck a private 
business, he said, and yet the people 
were doing little to remedy condi­ 
tions. 
In Germany, he related, the 
municipalities employed the best may­ 
ors tney could find and sent for them 
from other cities. 
He deplored the 
alleged fact that it was not financially 
profitable nor desirable as an honor 
for good men to become public officials 
in the United States. 
However, Mr. 
McClure left the impression that in 
spite of these things there was abun­ 
dant opportunity for us to clean our 
political house and put it in order.

Car Rescue Force. 


Scranton, Pa., April 8.—F ar down in 
the vein, about 2.»M)0 feet from the 
shaft, where they had evidently re­ 
treated for safety, the rescue party in 
the Dunmore vein of the Pancoast 
colliery, wrecked yesterday bv fire, 
found 
between 
sixty 
and 
seventy 
bodies. 
None was found alive. 
Among the dead was Joseph Evans, 
chief of the government miners on the 
car force, who in his zeal had gone too 
far iii advance of his men, and who 
perished. 
Another victim was John 
A. Berry, councilman of the First ward 
of this city. 
The bodies of the dead 
are being brought to the surface. 
Most of the men are of foreign 
birth. Several mine officials, however, 
are among the victims, including Wal­ 
ter Knight, foreman, and Isaac Dawe, 
tire boss. 
The colliery is owned by 
the Scranton Coal company. 
The fire originated from some un­ 
known cause at the foot of the shatt. 
At the time there were BOO men and 
boys in the various veins and cham- ; 
hers. 
The flames ignited accumula- , 
tions of gas, which increased the ditti 
culty and doubtless increased tile loss \ 
of life. 
The company officials acted I 
with tile greatest promptness when i 
they learned tile extent of tile disas­ 
ter, hut once started tile fire spread i 
with remarkable rapidity. 
It caught 
on the timbering of the shatt and ran 
along the gangway. 
As soon as it was seen that the fire 
was baffling efforts to subdue it, word 
was sent for tile government rescue 
car at Kingston, sixteen miles from 
here, and 
this responded, bringing 
four men equipped with apparatus for 
penetrating into smoke aud fire damp. 
This was the Hist test of the rescue j 
crew, and unhappily was attended by 
the death of the leader of tile crew. 
| 
The only man brought out alive j 
from the /.One of the fire was Joseph 
Vickers, a fire boss. 
Vickers, finding 
the fire was becoming dangerous, ac­ 
companied by a companion, ran down 
the gangwav to give the alarm. 
Be­ 
fore they had gone far their lights 
went out. Vickers realized his danger 
and started back. 
He missed his com­ 
panion. 
He managed to get by the 
worst place on his return, but had 
gone only a little way beyond it when 
lie was overcome by smoke. 
Hours 
later he was found by the fire fighters, j 
I 
It was a long while before he recov I 
ered consciousness. 
He told tile mine j 
J officials that there was absolutely no , 
hope for the other men in the mine. 
“They perished hours ago,” he said. 
“Nobody could live many minutes in 
such a place. 
The workings ate filled 
with smoke and there is no way for 
the entombed men to get air.”

E. Barnard, made state **onf- 
missioner of weights and measures 
by the last legislature, has resurrect- 
tai an aet passed in 1853 to pave the 
way fo r the enforcement <»1 the new 
law, which goes into effect J a n u a ry I. 
j This old statute provides that Ja c k - 
I -'Oil and every oilier county shall 
p o ssc s.* a stan d ard set of weights and 
measures to be kept by the county 
auditors. 
It is fu rth e r provided that 
as soon as tile s ta n d a r d shall have 
been procured by the county com­ 
missioners notice o f the fact shall 
be posted on the co u rt house fo r a 
month so that any person m ay have 
his weights and m easures tested and 
sealed. 
But few counties own a -ta n d a rd 
set or weights and m easures and, in 
fact, no sta n d a rd w as ever fixed until 
the last legislature made the s t a n d ­ 


a r d s of the United S ta tes government 
the stan d ard s for Indiana. 
Under the new law the coiuiuission- 


j c t s of an y county may appoint a 
j county sealer. 
In th** event of their 
failure to do this the a uditor must 
serve as sealer under the old law.
